MORE DIES ARE DESTROYED by Lloyd E. Wagaman TEC #33 

While at the recent Qonvention in Boston I had the pleasure of 
meeting and chatting with Mr. Sheldon Green of Chicago, Ill. Mr. 
Green holds TEC membership number 603 and he is the present owner of 
the elongated coin rolling machine, that formerly belonged to the 
late Henry W.B1aha. His purchase of the machine also included the 
dies that Mr. Blaha had produced so it can most likely be assumed, 
that specimens from most of those dies are, or will be available 
from Mr. Green. 

I recently received a letter from Mr. Green and enclosed in it 
was a gift I was overjoyed to receive. There were destroyed die 
specimens from two of the Blaha dies. One was the piece rolled for 
the wedding in St. Louis of Mr. and Mrs. Steve Penzes and the other 

the TEC membership coin for 1971. The destruction of these dies 

should be applauded by all TEC members. As now the coins from them 
can now become true collectors items and will eventually find their 

own true collectors value. Of course the membership coin was an of¬ 

ficial TEC issue. The Penzes wedding coin can be considered as a 
TEC unofficial issue, since it mentions TEC and St. Louis and the 
date. 

It is only natural to expect a number of coins to be rolled from 
the other Blaha dies, but I would like to urge Mr. Green to decide 
the amount of coins he can expect to sell and to roll that amount 
and then destroy the balance of those dies. 

I could make a long list of "Modern” elongateds of which the 
dies were destroyed and these pieces are now commanding a premium 
price and many that are practically unavailable at any price. To 
those that purchased these coins at their original issue price, I 
say you made a wise purchase. 

I. could also make a much larger list of coins rolled six or 
eight years ago of which the dies are still in existance and of 
which the coins can still be purchased at original issue price. To 
those who purchased those coins several years ago I can only say, 
you may have enjoyed your coins, but you surely can't consider them 
as a profitable investment. I like to think of my collections as 
both, pleasure and investment. 

In closing this article I would like to say, "Thank you, Mr. 
Green for destroying those dies and also for the specimens you so 
generously sent to me. 

Editors Note:- As of this writing Mr. Green has only given me one 
coin and that was of the destroyed die of the membership coin that 
Henry Blaha had rolled in 1970. This coin will be put in the TEC 
archives. Thank you Mr. Green.

There seem to be several members that do not understand how 
the new award program will operate, so I will try to explain in de¬ 
tail here. 

First the "AWARD OF MERIT" for the happenings of 1973 will be 
exactly as in the past with the award coin and certificate being 
presented at the annual convention in August 1974 at Miami Beach, 
Florida. 

The "AWARD OF MERIT" for the happenings of 1974 will be award¬ 
ed only by a vote by the Board of Governors. There will be no auto¬ 
matically earned "Awards of Merits". Any member may nominate any 
person he feels has done any outstanding act or contribution to TEC 
or to the Elongated Coin Hobby in general. Nominations should be 
made to the award chairman. The entry will be discussed by the 
award committee and if deemed worthy will be offered to the Board 
of Governors for approval or rejection. The "AWARD OF MERIT" coin 
will be a special engraving and will be rolled on a coin to be the 
choice of award committee. This award will be presented at the con¬ 
vention of the following year, the same as in the past. It is ex¬ 
pected the amount of "AWARD OF MERITS" will not exceed ten or twelve 
pieces and this is to be considered an outstanding award. In the 
past when there have been 60 or 70 awards to a membership of 250 or 
so members, it cannot really be considered outstanding with 25$ of 
the membership receiving one. 

Other than this I will personally engrave, roll, and donate to 
the club a coin to be given to each member that writes an article 
concerning elongateds for the TEC NEWS (article must be 200 words 
or more), or other recognized publications, or for having a display, 
or for a lecture, or slide program on elongated. For all acts other 
than TEC NEWS articles verification must be given and application 
for awards (available from award chairman) must be submitted within 
90 days of the event. This will be the same coin for writing, dis¬ 
playing, or speaking and mintage will probably end up at around 200. 
This will be a coin that must be earned. It won't be for sale un¬ 
less a recipient getting more than one sells a duplicate.

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ST. LOUIS WORLD'S FAIR by Marvin A. Burnette TEC #565 

St. Louis, Mo. 

Hello, to all the members of TEC from a novice. This is my 
first attempt to write any type of an article on elongates of the 
older type. The twenty five elongates that were rolled and sold at 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition of 1904 in St. Louis Mo. With all 
my apologies to our chub's Dottie Dow, Whose numbers I will use and 
also the item portrayed on each one. 

#1. /World's Fair, St. Louis 1904./ front view/ Administration 
Bld'g. / denticle border. Note; This building and the entire campus 
of the Washington University was leased from the university and 
this was named the "Administration Bld'g" of the World's Fair Com¬ 
mission. The first Olympic Races ever held in the United States 
was held in what is now known as the Washington University's Fran¬ 
cis Field. The World's Fair Administration Building is now known 
as "Brookins Hall" and is still used as the Washington University's 
administration building. 

#2. /World's Fair, St. Louis 1904. /front view/ Palace of Ag¬ 
riculture. /denticle border. Note; Building covered twenty acres 
and cost 1535,491.07. 

#3. /’World's Fair, St. Louis 1904. /front view/ Palace of Art. 
denticle border. Note; The main building was the only permanently 
constructed structure and the two annexes were of the temporary 
type, both types cost over $1,000,000.00. The main building is now 
known as the "City of St. Louis Art Museum". 

#4. /World's Fair, St. Louis 1904. /front view/ Palace of ed¬ 
ucation. /denticle border. Note; Building covered eight acres and 
cost $365,421.98. 

#5. / World's Fair, St. Louis 1904. /angle view/ Electricity 
Building, /denticle border. Note; Building covered eight acres and 
cost $412,988. 

#6. Worlds Fair, St. Louis 1904. /Palace of Electricity, /den¬ 
ticle border. Bote; Same acreage and cost as #5. 

#7. /World's Fair, St. Louis 1904./front view/ Forestry Fish & 
Game, /denticle border. Note; Building covered four acres and cost 
$170,454.48. 

#8. /World's Fair, St. Louis 1904. /front view/ Palace of Hor¬ 
ticulture. /denticle border. Note; Building covered seven acres 
and cost $222,338.37. 

#9. /world's Fair, St. Louis 1904. /front view/ Festival Hall & 
Central Cascades. /Horizontal bar of "4" extends through roof line 
of building. Verticle line of "4" does not touch roof. There is a 
definite line at the base of the right wing of the building, /dent¬ 
icle border. Note; This building was built at the cost of$218,430.35 
and had a large auditorium that housed the world's largest reed or¬ 
gan. This organ is now in John Wanamaker's Store in Philadelphia 
and is used for daily concerts. 

#9a. Similar to #9. Horizontal bar of "4" does not extend be¬ 
yond vertical bar of four. Vertical line of "4" touches roof sf 
wing of building. No line at base of the right wing of the build¬ 
ing. /denticle border. 

#10. /World's Fair, St. Louis 1904. /front view / Palace of 
Liberal Arts, /denticle border. Note; Building covered nine acres 
and cost $476,957.20. 

#11. /World's Fair, St. Louis 1904. /front view/ Palace of 
Machinery, /denticle border. Note; Building covered ten acres and 
cost $511,042.19.

#12. /World's Pair St. Louis 1904. /front view/ Palace of Man¬ 
ufactures. /denticle border. Note; Building covered nine acres and

4 Metallurgy, /denticle border. Note; Building covered nine acres 
and cost $498,661.72. ; 

#14. /World's Pair St. Louis 1904. /front view/ Missouri State 
Bld'g. /denticle border.

#15. World's Pair St. Louis 1904. /angle view/ Missouri State 
Building, /rope border. Note; This building was one of the most 
popular of all the larger structures because it was always much 
cooler due to the fact that the whole building was air conditioned 
by forced cool washed air. 

#16. /World's Pair St. Louis 1904. /Pish facing left, / The 
Pike Souvenir, /denticle border. Note; The good times or amusement 
center of the Pair was known as "The Pike”. 

#17. /On the Pike/ man riding a fish/ World's Pair 1904. /den¬ 
ticle border. Note; I suppose that many of the gay young blades 
of that time felt just as happy as the man riding the fish. 

#18. /World's Pair St. Louis 1904. /front view/Palace of Trans¬ 
portation. /denticle border. Note; Building covered fifteen acres 
and cost $684,608.12 and it housed all the new modes of transporta¬ 
tion. 

#19. World's Pair St. Louis 1904. /front view/ U.S. Government 
Bld’g. /denticle border. Note; Building covered about four acres 
and cost $499,871.72. 

#20. World's Pair St. Louis. /Lettering slightly different from 
#19./front view/ U.S. Government Building, /rope border. Note; This 
fair structure was the only one in which steel beams were used, all 
the others used a type of wooden laminated beams. 

#21. /World's Pair St. Louis 1904. / front view/ Palace of Va¬ 
ried Industries, /denticle border. Note; Building covered fourteen 
acres and cost $703,815.00. 

#22. /Louisiana Purchase Monument St. Louis. / Monument / 1904 
denticle border. Note; This monument was located at the head of the 
Plaza of St. Louis by the steps of the Grand Basis and was the meet¬ 
ing place for everyone. 

#23. Obverse, Louisiana purchase monument, no legend. Reverse: 
/World's Pair St. Louis 1904/ Hall's/151 wabash Ave., Chicago./ den¬ 
ticle border. 

#24. /world's Pair/1904/ Horseshoe, ends down, with a four 
leaf clover in the center. /Lucky/ Cent/ denticle border. 

#25. Top, eye in center, 3 interlinked rings and in the rings, 
/P/L/T/. (Paith, Loyalty and TruthO. Below / Holy Bible/ Either- 
aide of it, /19—04/. denticle border. Note; The sybols used on 
this piece are signs used by a lodge, which is known by the name of 
the "Independent Order of the Odd Pellows." 

Note; Nearly all of the above elongates were rolled on the 
”1904" Indian Head Cent, but some were rolled on the large copper 
cent possible some were rolled on five cent pieces and also silver 
dimes.

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BURT'S TO BLAME-THANK YOU By Jack Wilcox TEC #332

Burt levy is responsible for my getting the Little 
Mailman (rubber stamp @500) figure I use in correspond¬ 
ing with fellow collectors. This inspired my latest per¬ 
sonal elongated design, therefore I say "Bert's" to 
blame, and many thanks for the unknown assistance. 

Drawing up my design with the use of mailman figure 
was a breeze. The 1973 "Mail Rush" marks my 20th Christmas with the 
Post Office. I collect postal related tokens and medals. My wife 
Peg, collects New Jersey and Christmas themes. So I designed with 
this in mind. The end results came off better than expected. 

I sent my design to L.P. Engravers for approval, ordered 200 
rolled on 1973 pennies as I wished the reverse to indicate the date 
(not wishing to crowd the lettering in the design). Later I ordered 
five sets from Bob. He had problems getting 1973 dimes and halves, 
so had to use different dates with 1973 dimes and halves, so had to 
use different dates with these two coins in the sets. Peeling badly 
about this and the delay it caused, Bob compensated by rolling an 
extra set. He also sent one sample cent out when the die was ready 
so the total mintage is 201 cents on 1973-D, plus six (5pc.) sets. 

Those of you who have held off ordering a personal elongated, 
because like myself you can only "draw flies" take heart and try a 
few practice runs and see what develops. Remember the final artis¬ 
tic work is corrected on the engravers end. They are happy to lend 
assistance and will dress up your placement and ideas. Practice hor¬ 
izontal and vertical placements, start with large designs then bring 
it down to size when you hit upon the design you like. 

It really is challenging and fun to create your own thing. Try 

it.

WORLD’S FAIR ANNIVERSARIES by Michael R. Pender TEC #281

§ 1 worked for the New York World's Fair Corpora¬ 
tion from I960 through 1965. Not long after I left the 
Fair I became a charter organizing member of the 
World's Fair Collector's Society. The experience at 
the Fair together with contact with many other collec¬ 
tor's of World's Fair memorabilia naturally brought me 
into contact with many World's Fair elongateds. I have 
specialized in those of the 1964-65 New York World's 
Fairs, but I have many from other Fairs also. 

Most of the elongateds issued during the fairs or 
in commemoration of a fair, have featured the buildings, rides and 
activities of the Fairs. 

This past year I decided that in view of the widespread inter¬ 
est in World's Fair elongateds, there should be interest in a series 
of elongateds issued in commemoration of the anniversaries of the 
various fairs. In all there are about 44 fairs which fall into the 
world's fair catagory since 1851. 

The most elongated in the new series commemorates the 40th 
Anniversary of the Century of Progress Exposition held in Chicago in 
1933. The elongated features the official logo of the Fair, plus 
the wording "40th Anniversary - 1933 - Chicago - Illinois - 1973”. 
Preliminary publicity on this item indicates that it will be popu¬ 
lar among elongated collectors.

WHY I BECAME A ROLLER

Like most collectors, I started collecting coins 
and accumulated quite a collection. On being appoint¬ 
ed in 1968 to the Tercentennial Committee of the city 
of Beverly, Massachusetts for the purpose of choosing 
a medallion for it. The committee appointed me as the 


co-chairman of it and this is where I became interested in Medals. 


This committee was a well organized group consisting of members of 
Civic, Historic, Chamber of Commerce, Art, Church and Fraternal.

After inquir¬ 
ing for about six months, I decided that the elongated coins were 
for me. Knowing that I would never make a fortune with them, but I 
could design and create and have it put on medal, was worth a try. 
Its a thousand dollar investment plus, but it has a large area to 
exploit. The elongated family are the greatest friendly people any¬ 
one would meet. As the old saying goes, we don't make much money, 
but we do have lots of fun. I have been rolling now for two years 
and have gained a lot of knowledge through trial and error, always 
hoping that I have improved in some way. If anyone wishes to have 
their design rolled, just send for prices, P.0.

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THE ELONGATED THAT ALMOST WASN'T by Gus Meccarello TEC #40 

Poughkeepsie, N.Y. 

In the last issue of TEC NEWS you have all read about that 
wonderful demonstration that A. Rosato gave after the TEC meeting in 
Boston. Also of how A. Rosato made a die he acid etched and then 
everyone rolled their own elongated coin, on the machine he brought 
with him. This is the story behind the scene of such a successful 
event, that almost did not take place. 

Weeks before the A.N.A. convention, Angie spoke to me and asked 
if it would be a good idea to take his unique elongated machine to 
the ANA convention and put on a demonstration of haw to make a die 
and see how the coins are rolled. As I know many of the TEC members 
have never seen an elongated rolling machine work, I thought this 
would be a great and instructive demonstration. 

This machine is unique in that, the coins are fed in a chute 
from the top of the machine and a cam operates a single coin at a 
time, to enter the die rollers, so the coin can be elongated. This 
is a electric machine and it is synchronized so each coin will be 
put between the rollers at the correct time. 

Now the real story begins. Angie could only get reservations 
at a Motor Inn, which is about a mile away from the convention hall. 
Also the question before Angie was, will the officers of TEC allow 
him to put on this demonstration? Neither of us knew the time of 
the TEC meeting and if this would be permissable. Our first thought 
was to see if Lloyd Wagaman would give us permission. At this time 
I would like all to know Angie and myself had never met Lloyd be¬ 
fore, even though we have been corresponding for years. The night 
before the TEC meeting, we met Lee Martin and told him of our in¬ 
tentions. Seeing Lee was a B.O.D. member we asked him to ask per¬ 
mission at the B.O.D. meeting. 

The next day I went looking for the B.O.D’s room. When I found 
it I tried to get in, but unbeknown to the Board members, the door 
locked behind them. Since I couldn't get into the TEC Board meeting 
I took a walk around the bourse room. While there I ran into Lee 
Martin, so I thought the meeting was over. When I asked Lee if we 
had gotten permission for the demonstration, Lee answered with all 
his other business on his mind, he had fogotten all about asking. 
As we were talking Lee said, here comes Lloyd Wagaman now and I 
could ask myself. As Lloyd approached, Lee introduced Lloyd to me. 
It was just like meeting an old friend. After all these years of 
writing, now meeting him face to face. For you who have never met 
Lloyd, let me tell you now, a finer gentleman you'll never meet. 
It has been a pleasure Lloyd. Then Lee proceeded to ask Lloyd 
about the demonstration and Lloyd whole heartedly accepted the idea 
and thought it would be great. At this time Angie Rosato came by 
and was introduced to Lloyd. He was told it was a great idea and 
could put on the demonstration with one provision, he would have to 
put it on after the TEC meeting, as some members had other meetings 
to attend. This is what we were hoping for as then we could answer 
questions without being rushed. 

Now the rush was on to get our things to the TEC meeting room 
before 2:30 p.m. and it was now 11 a.m. We still had to go to 
Angie's room to get his equipment and machine. First we went look¬ 
ing for the Clarendon Room, where the TEC meeting was to be held. 
As we entered the room we saw that everything was set up. I said to 
Angie, we still would need two more tables for his set up. Now 
where to get those extra tables to set up and where do we get se¬ 
curity keys to lock up the room after we set up?

The best way to find out was to go to the head of the hotel 
staff. Here the young ladies heard our stories and offered ue help 
in getting us keys to lock up our belongings. After sitting around 
for a half hour waiting for the key and time was getting closer for 
the TEC meeting to begin. We couldn't wait any longer as we still 
had to go for Rosato's equipment and hold our commitment for the 
demonstration. We were told to come back later and a key would be 
available. So back to the house manager we went to see about the 
two tables. They were cooperative and we went to the storage room 
and picked up two tables to set up the elongated machine, etc. 

We both had some hand bags and we hid them in a closet in the 
TEC meeting room. We figured they would be safe there until we got 
the security keys. As we were leaving, we met Lee Martin again, he 
was going to the Clarendon Room to rest. He said, it was very hec¬ 
tic out on the bourse floor. Little did Lee know, he was our guard 
without knowing it. So back we went looking for a key. 

Now the race was on down to Angie's Hotel. We called a bell boy 
to help us with his little monster. It must have weighted a hundred 
pounds. We loaded it on a baggage cart and my famous last words 
were, "have you got everything Angie?" The answer was positive. The 
bell boy was ready to grab a suitcase, but Angie said, it wasn't 
needed. By this time Angie was quite nervous and quite elated that 
he got the opportunity to demonstrate. 

We leaded the machine in Angie's front seat. I sat in the back 
holding it in case we made a sudden stop, as time was running out. 
As we got out of the garage, Angie lets out a yell and said "guess 
what", I forgot the pantograph in the room. So back to the room we 
went and it was in the same suitcase the bell boy wanted to take in 
the first place. I must have asked Angie a dozen times, "do we re¬ 
ally have everything this time". The best was yet to come at the 
Convention Hotel. 

We approached the main lobby of the ANA Hotel and as we were 
ready to unload. The head doorman told us in no uncertain terms, 
anything for the coin show must be unloaded at the auditorium,around 
the block. Now remember this, its around two o'clock and not much 
time left to set up. We drove around the building and to you who 
have been there, know there are at least twenty-five doors and all 
of them locked. Now what do we do we both said, there must be a 
service door to let freight in this building, but where? Time was 
getting shorter. 

Those of you who have driven in Boston know the one way streets 
there. If you make one wrong turn, you have to drive half way 
around town to get back where you started. While making our way I 
said to Angie, "we don't want to go to the bourse room, the meeting 
is in the hotel." So back to the hotel to unload, even if we have 
to carry everything up two flights. As we pulled up in front of the 
hotel, the doorman again told us we couldn't unload there. We told 
him we were going to the Clarendon Room right in the hotel and not 
the bourse area. It seems the bourse area was a complete different 
operation from the hotel. As Angie went to park the car I talked 
to the Bellboy Captain and told him our story and of the little 
time we had left. He got a cart himself and helped load the things 
and now we were on our way. Angie went up with the Bell Captain 
and I ran up the stairs to see if the security key was finally found. 

Not realizing we only had about ten minutes before the EEC 
meeting would start. I still went looking for the security key.

So 
back to the Clarendon Roon I went and what do you think? The room 
was already full of TEC members and the meeting about to start. I 
think I must have stepped on a dozen feet going to the closet to 
get the bags we stored away, as we needed the equipment in them.

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DISCOVERY - AN UNLISTED VARIETY OF "MOSES" 

by Lloyd E. Wagaman TEC #33 
Camby, Indiana 

I recently acquired an unlisted variety of REL tc #5. I am 
calling it REL tc #5a although the numbers should probably be 
switched around, because the recently acquired piece was no doubt 
rolled before the one I have had in my collection as a #5. 

These pieces were no doubt rolled from the same die, only at 
different stages of the engraving. The difference is so slight, al¬ 
though very definate that it would be impossible to tell which piece 
Dottie Dow had in mind and photographed for her listing of REL tc #5. 

At a good many points the engraving is deeper, has wider lines 
and much more pronounced on one piece than it is on the other. Also 
there Is the addition of some lines, especially down the right side 
that doesn't even exist on the first piece. 

I would like to point out to collectors that varieties of many 
pieces exist and this is especially true in the cases of the hand 
engraved pieces. This is due to the engraver putting in the die and 
trying it and deciding it needs further engraving. There could be 
and probably are cases of a roller-engraver rolling several hundred 
pieces of one variety before getting an idea he feels would improve 
on his die. It should be remembered these old time rollers were not 
trying to create varieties as in those days there were practically 
no "elongated collectors". 

It would be very wise if all collectors, upon obtaining a 
duplicate of any of the oldies would compare the two very closely. 
You will probably be surprised at how many die varieties you ©an 
discover.

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THE BOSTON BEAN by Angelo A. Rosato TEC #23 

New Milford, Conn. 

It does not seem possible that there is someone who has never 
heard of the famous "Boston Baked Beans"! If there is someone who 
has not, then perhaps an introduction can be made through my ’elon¬ 
gated* bean. First let me begin by stating that I don’t know where 
or how Boston or the bean got its connecting origin. But those in 
the New England area surely have known about the Boston Beans, and 
more likely is paralled to the Boston Tea Party for popularity facts. 

If so far the reader is at all puzzled, then let me begin to 
tell hov7 the 'elongated bean' was born. As with so many other ex¬ 
perimentations, ideas are formulated. This idea for an 'elongated 
bean' came about in just that way. 

While working on a project of research to elongate a coin on 
"flat dies", I soon learned that in order to lengthen the life of 
these flat dies, I had to pre-roll the coins so that it would make 
the coin slightly elongated before the final roll for impression. I 
won't go into the explanation for the mechanics or the reasons for 
the pre-rolling other than to say, it lessened the risk of possible 
damage to the die. 

During the time that I was working with the flat dies, I per¬ 
fected also, a chemical formula for coating the coins so as to buf¬ 
fer and preserve the image on the reverse side of an elongated coin. 

I was most happy with this too, because I was able to produce the 
reverse sides in all colors, a first in elongated history. As most 
of us already know, only black, clear and the brownish-orange colors 
have appeared. Mine can be made in every color spectrum and are most 
beautiful to see so many colors. Thus while pre-rolling in prepara¬ 
tion for final press-rollings, I noted that due to the short length 
of the coin and the clear and sharp detail in color and while the 
cent obverse remained blank, the copper tone reminded me of a red 
Kidney Bean. So from this observation, I made up a die to fit exact¬ 
ly into the size of the pre-rolled shaped coin, adding the words "A 
Boston Bean". These are the ones I gave to members, friends and 
guests attending the Boston A.N.A. event. It was accepted with a 
chuckle by some. Others, with a lifted eyebrow and then a smile. 
Still others, just a pleasant thank you! All truly delighted, but 
none with the slightest awareness of its birth. 

In conclusion, only one oversight on my part! I forgot to serve 
these "beans" at the Monday evening Tea Party banquet, in the fabu¬ 
lous Grand Ballroom at the Sheraton-Boston Hotel. Hmm,.. I now 

wonder how the guests would have taken this special serving with the 
delicious meal...., an awful thought just occured,.... I see me, in 
my bright red blazer with my big black velvet bow tie being hastily 
escorted to the nearest exit.

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THOUGHTS ABOUT COLLECTING ELONGATEDS by Eric Goodwin TEC #520 

Santa Ana, Calif. 

On the fourth Monday of November I will be giving a talk or pro¬ 
gram to the members of C.C.E. and by that time TEC NEWS will have 
gone to press. As I collect my thoughts for that program, I have 
some ideas that may be of interest to TEC members. By looking at 
the results of John Spadone's auctions, it appears there are some 
serious collectors of older elongateds who are willing to bid good 
amounts of money to increase their collections. It would be inter¬ 
esting to hear from John, how many serious collectors of old elon¬ 
gateds exist in the U.S.A. Of course this could only be an approx¬ 
imation on his part, but I would consider him a good authority. I 
believe it would also be of interest to the hobby members how many 
complete collections of regular issues of modern rollers exist. 

I know there are many collectors who collect topical elongated 
coins such as L. P's store cards, etc., from the many different 
rollers. However, it is my opinion that there are very few complete 
collections of any one modem roller in existence. I would like to 
have all members, including rollers who have complete collections, 
send me in unsigned letters with no return address (so as not to 
reveal possible targets for thieves) stating what roller or rollers, 
they have complete collections of. In the next TEC NEWS, I will 
publish the tabulated results, if no one feels offended by these 
approximate statistics. The reason I am interested in this informa¬ 
tion is that I feel this kind of collecting (modems) is the most 
difficult type to undertake and takes considerable effort, but not 
necessarily a great deal of money. If any roller does not wish his 
name listed in the statistics, he can so state, and I will omit his 
name. I would also like to know haw many different designs they 
consider to be a complete collection of any roller, from whom they 
collect.
